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Glancing Over 
World Events 


Commenting on the result of the 
British elections a ' writer in the 
Century refers to the poor showing 
made by women candidates. There 
were many of them, but most of 
them were given nominations 
constituencies where they had little 
chance of success. There, as in Can¬ 
ada, women as well as men prefer to 
vote for male candidates. After fif¬ 
teen years of woman suffrage, we 
have now two female members of the 
Commons' of Canada,an increase of the 
hundred per cent, over the previous 
record, besides two female members 
of the Senate. Outside, of that, we 
cannot definitely state what effect wo¬ 
man suffrage has had, except that it 
has increased the cost of elections 
and the expenses of candidates. We 
have given women the chance to vote; 

e have not given them much chance 
to be voted for. 


We have often wondered why politi¬ 
cal leaders feel it necessary to defend 
their every action. They apparently 
thought it damaging to their prestige 
to admit a mistake. We were under 
the impression that a candid admis¬ 
sion of an error in judgnvent would 
have a rather good effect. At long 
last it has been tested and the result 
s advantageous. Stanley Baldwin ad¬ 
mitted his foreign secretary had made 
a mistake and the government had 
made a mistake in standing by-their 
colleague. The result was that a mo¬ 
tion of want of confidence was voted 
down by a huge majority whereas he 
would have had a rough ride if he had 
attempted to prove he was right. 

• • • 

The Foreign Secretary did argue 
that he was right, but he had resigned 
in the meantime because of the vol¬ 
ume of opposition against him in the 
government, the United Kingdom af^fjvisitors. 
the sanotionist countries. He made 
out a good case. He was obsessed with 
the danger of imposing oil sanctibns 
which Italy would regard as a declar¬ 
ation of war. Not one country except 
Britain had moved a man, a machine.] 
or a ship to meet this threat and he 
eared, not without reason, that Brit¬ 
ain alone would have to stand the 
shock. Other countries m?ght applaud 
but only from France had any aj<ur- 
ance of military help been received, 
and that assurance was halting, re¬ 
luctant and therefore uncertain. 


The Judgment, of many continental 
newspapers is that British prestigje 
has been lowered, but the ultimate re¬ 
sult will be advantageous-. The other 
sanctionist countries must now place 
their cards on the table. They have 
to declare what fight they are pre¬ 
pared to put up should fight ensue. 
Hr. Baldwin gave them a direct hint 
that Britain is not going to be left 
holding the bag. He even intimated

The state¬ 
ment showed that the receipts for the 
month of December totalled 48,419.89. 
Of this amount $1,907.59 was collect¬ 
ed from municipal taxes, $123.68 
from business taxes, $3,645.66 from 
hospital taxes, and. $2,096.70 from tax 
consolidations. Minimum taxes 
brought in $44.00. Revenue from li¬ 
censes, cemetery, cesspools, rink, and 
rents made the balance Of receipts. 

Payments for 4he month totalled 
ll.OOlVJh. Of this total sum the larg- 
e.st payment was that of the Vulcan 
school re<iuisition, $1,(KI0.(K>. Other 
payments listed included legal ex¬ 
penditure $497.95, rink $442.41, com- 
mis.sion on collections $241.29. Di¬ 
rect relief cost the town $241.80 for 
Routine miscellaneous expenditures 
made the total. 

It is gratifying that the town has 
weathered the year 1935 in a very 
satisfactory financial manner. Mayor 
King, the councillors and taxpayers 
arc to be congratulated.

It is quite probable that the Deim of Columbia Univer¬ 
sity knew absolutely nothing about the educational stand¬ 
ards or institutions of Alberta. But he evidently had heard 
about the monthly dividends, and, disapproving of these, 
he drew on his imagination for what he considered to be a 
suitable breeding ground for such theories. Probably he 
did not suppose that Albertans wy« sufficiently in touch 
to read “Time," and other periodicals and the dally press, 
which featured his condemnation. ~ 

Dr. Wallace, president of Alberta University, has made 
his usual unruffled comment: “My impression of high 
school teachers in Alberta, is that they are a well trained 
group of men and women, holding high standards. I have 
not had occasion to feel that in Alberta we are behind any 
of the other provinces in respect to educational methods 
and standarde.’’ 

. Although Dean Russell’a criticism, as applying specifi¬ 
cally'to Alberta, seems very unfair, yet many share with 
him in the conviction that educational methods, generally 
are not equipping young people as adequately as they 
might, for the sound, well balanced judgments required in 
the changing modem world. In other provinces and other 
States, quite as much as in Alberta, education must pre¬ 
pare students to face this new world of overnight develop¬ 
ments.

It may be made beautiful and memorable 
or it may be made harmful and unworthy. It may lead up 
or it may lead down. And the spirit in which itk arrival 
is greeted, seems to place a seal upon it, to indicate the 
aspirations for the future and to Bet the pace. 

It seems sad that many who most feverishly seek the 
spirit of the new year, seem to miss that rich and eager 
spirit utterly.
